5 (h) — The Stevedore shall agree to refer any dispute or difference between 
him and the Calcutta Port Trust as to the payment of compensation, its quantum 
or any related question to an Arbitrator of his choice frpm the panel of Arbitra¬ 
tors' maintained by Calcutta Port Trust. 

5(j) — He shall submit promptly any information relating to the steve¬ 
doring activities or matters related therewith asked for by the Port Trust or any 
Officer as may be authorised by the Chairman of the Port from time to time. 

5(k) — He shall ensure that all dues of , the Port Trust Board are paid-- 
within the appointed dates, failing which his licence may not be renewable and 
be liable to be cancelled under) these regulations. 

(Licensing of Stevedores) Regulations, 1987 
was notified by the Central Government in the Gazette of India Extraordinary 
vide Notification No. GSR 111(E) dated the 1st March, 1988 after thq same was 
approved by them.
